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Right new I an faced with the parofelaa cf asking bin for 
•cae year-end aaeaaey and a largo pledge for 1957 , and all the 
same tine having to advise him that you we out of the picture. 
Besides , I have involved the Standard Oil of Hew Jersey sod 
several other prospective corporations. 

All logic indicates that 1 should tall luce that it 18 a© longer 
worthwhile to continue his contributions, am that I $$rself 
should step hitting eyaeif on the heed with this particular 
hasaaer end let the outfit fight its way out of the woods at Its 
own, or fold. 

Sow the reason, that I m presenting it to you as s prcblea rather 
than aiaply advising you that Luce and I are through* is 
because X think that there is real value in the outfit if the

I do sot think that the t 'id-bit Intelligence that these people 
can furnish you will ever constitute full "isoney's worth". % 
reason for saying this is that actually this is not an 
Intelligence situation. IMs is ftfwch score a foreign policy 
situation. 

If ever the worldwide organisation represented by the Catholic 
Church was of value to the foreign policy of the Whited States, 
it Is today. Hot only is the Catholic Church on the side of 
the Protestant angels cn the general subject of Coranunlsss, but 
the Church is also In a position of great tactical value in 
some of the areas that ore newly opening up as a result of 
the confusion, in the Soviet Sfepire. In Poland, Cardinal Wishinski; 
la Bungary, Cardinal 34Lnds«entyj elsewhere^ and as develppasmts 
occur, there will always be scaae Catholic Prelate esargisg firm 
prison who will icsaediately occupy a highly ispertaait ©aoticnal 
and political position in the area.

cot cnly saove forward religiously, but sasot also tsove forward 
socially and eeeiologieally — tbs only way that it can shows 
forward politically without being accused cf interfering la 
polities* ! 2be Pope had the wisdos to see that by giving his 
blessing to this hind of operation, be could aove forward 
intematicoslly without getting Into dcgBsattc problem In 
Vatican City.

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Xbe other area is that as aajor Vatican foreign policy treads 
eoeffi unde? discussion sad begin to evolve, you could be 
advised earlier and with greater detail *jd profundity than 
sisply as a ten-line Intelligence item. 

In stsanary, X feel that having gone through scs» aacsuard growing 
pains, taeiad to g sue* unfortunate indiscretions and a certain 
amount of flapping around, the outfit is now eta the threshfeold 
of achieving real significance and value, both for the Church 
and for yea and you r brother — and th er e for e this la hardly 
tbs s ec a nt to drop it because sees of your boys have apparently 
reported that the poop furnished by M. la not particularly 
valuable in the strictly Intelligence category*
